It 
would establish a point tha t has been kicked 
about « 0 recklessly and so continuously that al­ 
m ost no one can say with sn y assurance w hat It 
m eans to be called a capital-C Com munist In the 
U nited States. It m ight even shed light on w hat 
it m ean s to be called a lower-cast communist. 
T he only distinction between the two at pres­ 
ent is tha t a Com m unist is s m em ber of a poli­ 
tical party of that name, w hereas a communist 
is a person suspected of having communistic 
leanings. But a person with communistic lean­ 
ings cannot very well sym pathise with the Com 
m unlst party, which takes Its line from the Com­ 
m u n ist dictatorship of Russia where lower-case 
comm union is virtually unknown, according to 
the R ussian Com m unists themselves. This puts 
both Com m unists and com m unists In the United 
S tates In the curious position of pointing to 
R ussia as the advertisem ent of a set of beliefs
